Bernie C. Edmunds and Louis’ 
Hough, Two Young Society 
Men, Arrange for a Duel. 


The Battle Set Down This After- 
noon at 3:30 O’Olock at 
Normandy Grove. 


Cause of the Quarrel—The Circulation by 
Edmunds of a Report That Hough Was 
Engaged to a Well-Kuown Young Se- 
clety Lady—The Challenge Given After 
a Scene Between the Two in the Pres- 
ence of the Lady in Vandeventer Flaee 

A Story That Will Startle Society— 
Friends Interfere and the Dueling Party 
Fails to Put in an Appearance. 


Bernie C. Edmunds, aged 22 years, and 
Louis C. Hough, aged 20 years, agreed to meet 
at Normandy Groves at 3:30 0’clock this aft- 
ernoon to fight a duel. This little an- 
nouncement is calculated to give local society 
circles such a shock as it has not received for 
years, for many a fair young heart will beat 
quick with apprehension for the welfare of 
these young beaux. 

Edmunds is a brother of Attorney Henry L. 
Edmunds, and is employed as a clerk in the 
Mechanics’ Bank. He prides himself on being 
an F. F. V., and isa most devoted attendant 
op the younger maidens in society. 

Louis Hough isa son of ex-Judge Hough of 
the State Supreme Court, and is a student ata 
local medial college. 

The trouble which caused these two young 
man to crave to spill each other’s blood arose 
over a statement made by Edmunds. Monday 
morning he was passing through Vandeventer 
place he met young Hough standing in front 
of the residence of an old and wealthy citizen. 
With young Hough wasthe daughter of this 
old and wealthy citizen. As Edmunds came 
up to them Hough halted him and sald: 

*‘l understand you have been talking about 
this young lady and myself and have stated 
that we were engaged to be married.“ 

**I merely repeated a statement which was 
made to me. 1 heard you had 
proposed to her, been occepted and that you 
were to marry, and I repeated this story. 

Both Hough and the young lady expressed 
dissatisfaction with Eamunds’ action, and 
he told Hough that if he wanted 
wanted to see him he could find him at Me- 
chanics’ Bank. Edmunds informed the young 
lady that if she desired to see him he would 
call on her at any time she might name in a 
note to him. That was the end of the 
matter that day, but it did not heal the 
breech. Hough thought he had a griev- 
ance, and the more thought he gave 
the matter the greater the grievance 
appeared. Finally he telephoned Edmunds 
yesterday demanding that the latter apologize 
to the young lady and bimaslt. This tas 
young Virginian refused to do, declaring that 
he did not think he bad been gullty of any- 
thing for which he should apologize. Then 
Hough called at the bank to see Edmunds. He 
again asked an apology of the latter and was 
again refused. Hot words passed between 
them, and Hough declared that if Edmunds 
would step outside the counter he would 
wipe up the bank floor with his 
handsome form. The young member of the 
F. F. V. s declined this kind offer, remark- 
ing: 

It is too coarse and vulgar to fight 
with fists. Cats and dogs and ‘niggers’ 
fight that way. I am a gentieman and 
I fight in a gentlemanly way. Iwill only fight 
with weapons. You will have to meet me 
with pistols.’’ 


Hough was not infatuated with this style of 
fighting and thought his method the best way, 
but finding he could not induce his foe to 
meet him in any such vulgar style, he fi- 
nally agreed to content himself with 
pistols. Heleft the bank with a distinct un- 
derstanding between himself and Edmunds 
that they should meet at 


NORMANDY AT 3:30 

p. m. to-day and fight a real duel. Hough 
had no sooner departed than Edmunds, who 
was very nervous, began to make 
preparations for the blood shedding. He 
sent out a messenger for a duelling 
pistol, giving orders to secure the best in the 
market. A box of cartridges were secured, 
and it is said that he invited Pope 
Sturgeon, a fellow employe in the dank, 
to second him, but the latter refused to have 
any hand in the sanguinary affair. Be- 
fore taking his departure for the 
day Edmunds lett word at the 
bank that he would not be on hand to-day 
and he was not. He concluded he could kill 
his man without a second, and 80 
as to get himself in good shape 
for the combat he visited the 
shoot lag gallery at the Grand and spent a few 
hours and several dollars in practicing marks- 
manship. He coucluded, however, 
that he had detter prepare for the 
worst and in the evening in- 
formed his brother, Henry L. Edmunds, of 
what he was about to-day, and told him what 
disposition was to be made of his body in case 
he fell in the deadly encounter. 

Inthe méantime young Hough had not 
been idle. Hehad secured Jack Boogher, a 
son of 8. L. Boogher of Rainwater, Boogher & 
Co., to serve as his second, and before the 
Mechanics’ Bank closed yesterday Boogher 
was down there and completed with Ed- 
munds the preliminary details for the duel. 
Last night both principals in the 
affair spent their time in practising 
positions for shooting. It is sald that both 
finally concluded that Bob Acres’ idea of pre- 
senting one side only was the beit plan. 
This morning, they held meetings at 
which friends were present and closed all 
arrangements for the affair. Douglass 
Kingsland, it is said, was argreea 
upon as referee. it is thought 
that there is an affair of heart 
at the bottom of the matter. The young lady 
over whom the trouble arose is the daughter 
of a daughter of the President

He left his 
room m the Mudd i Building, 2602 
Locust street, this morning at the 
usual hour, and got his breakfast 
as usual at 2221 Olive street, His intimate 
friends could give no clue as to his wherea- 
bouts, At the bank he was said to be at home 
sick. Athisroom he was sald to be at the 
bank. 

A call wes made at the office of Mr. Jobn 
Boogher this afternoon, but he was not to be 
found, although he had been there in the 
course ot the day. It was suggested that he 
was not anxious to meet newspaper repre- 
sentatives to-day and that his office hours bad 
been changed. 

MR. ROBERI NM. KERN 
was seen at his office in the Roe Bullding and 
asked if he knew where the elder Mr. Ed- 
munds could be found. 

Hoe left this morning, andI have not seen 
him since, sald Mr. Kern, but he has re-

Co. on Its Claim, 


And Opens the Doors to the 


Prisco on a Claim Indorsed 
as Valid by Associate 
Counsel Broadhead. 


Pull Text of the Opinion Rendered in 1871 
as to the Validity of the Railroad Com- 
pany’s Claim—The State Bound in Equity 
and Good Conscience to Pay It — Col. 
Broadhead’s Argument Under the Law 
as to Why It Should Be Paid—The Doors 
Opened tothe Railroad Company to Re- 


cover Nearly a Millien Dollars From the 


State—The Governor's Notice to the At- 
torney-General and His Response—Delay 
in Filing the Suit—Notice Served on the 
General Manager—Other Points. 


The State has finaly filed sult against the 
Bt. Louis & San Francisco Co. for $300,000, the 
amount of the old South Pacific notes, with 
interest at 6 per cent per annum. This im- 
portant action, predicted in last evening's 
PoOst-DIsPaTcH, was taken after 4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, though it might as well 
have been taken at any hour in the morning, 
as shortly after Attorney-General Wood got 
outof bed and before Gov. Francis had made 
his morning appearance Mr. Wood said they 
had decided upon what action they would 
take, but could not make it public until after 
4o0’clock. General Counsel O'Day of the rail- 
road company, when he heard this, said there 
was nothing criminal in the act, and he could 
not see whythere should be any delay in 
making the determination of the State 
public. Later Gov. Francis gave a very 
lame excuse, saying he was afraid 
iftheir action became known they would be 
unable to get service onthe railroad people, 
and thus the State’s interests would be en- 
dangered. As far as service is concerned, it 
could have been had on any authorized agent 
ofthe company, but no service was neces- 
sary, as it is a recognized rule of law that the 
mere filing of the papers stopped the run of 
the statute of limitations. 

The public had an Interest in learning the 
conclusions of the State officials justas soon 
as they were made, but they were not consid- 
ered, and 

THE IMPORTANT QUESTION NOW 
is whether the bringing of this suit will throw 
the State liable to ajudgment in favor of the 
railroad company for three quarters of a 
million of dollars in excess of the demands of 
the State. The weight of legal testimony is 
that it will, though it is presumed that the 
State officials did not overlook this matter. 
The manner in which the railroad com- 
pany is alleged to have become 
liable to the State for 3300, 000 is 
well known, having been published fully by 
the PostT- DISPATCH since it made the first an- 
novncement, on last Monday, that the Gov- 
ernor had been mysteriously notified that he 
was sleeping over a matter of which he should 
have known himself. The railroad company’s 
claim grows out of precisely the same claim. 
One cannot be valid unless the other Is, and 
the State cannot recover unless the railroad 
company recovers, as no law can be enforced 
againstan individual or corporation unless 
that individual or corporation also receives 
the benefite that may be had from it. The 
raliroad company, however, could not sue the 


State unless the Legislature by special act 
permitted it to do so. It can only bring its 
claim in as an offsef to the State’s claim, 
which it will now do, though it is 
doubtful if the company desires to 
have its claim paid. The railroad 
claim involves the old Yelverton-Ward mort- 
gage. This mortgage as long as it is unpaid, 
relieves the company of State control as to 
rates, etc., and itcan casily be seen how it 
may be worth millions, instead of the hun- 
dreds of thousands the company may recover. 
There is a possibility, however, that the rail- 
road company, in the evert of the State's 
claim having been already outlawed, may re- 
cover the full amount of ite claim, which, with 
interest, would amountto considerably more 
than $1,000,000. 
In the discussion as to the validity of the 
State and railroad claims, 
THE POSITION OF COL. BROADHEAD, 
who has been selected as associate counsel 
for the State, and who couseled the bringing 
of the sult, and was present when the papers 
were filed, is of pecullar interest and bears 
out the supposition that the State has simply 
opened the doors to the railroad company to 
step in and relieve the State Treasury ofa 
um near a million dollars. 
In 1871 the South Pacific Railroad Co. me- 
orialized the State Legislature to refund the 
oney expendod by it in removing liens upon 
same. This memorial was accompanied 
inilons from Judge R. E. Rombauer, now 
ding Judge of the St. Louis Court of 
ls, Shary and Broadhead, and Judge 
Ww Nanton, holding that the claim was 
valid, supporting their position by quot- 
ing the law. The Broadhead opinion is the 
one thatisof special interest just now. It 
states that the sale to Gen. John C. Fremont 
of the Southwest Pacific Railroad was made 
under and in pursuance tothe terms of the 
roviso to the seventh section of the act of 
evruary 19, 1866, which declares (and from 
this on the argument is liberally emphasized 
with italios), that if, inthe opinion of the 
Governor, the interest of the State will be 
promoted, andamore expeditious and ad- 
Vantageous sale secured thereby * * * he 
halli direct in writing, the commissioners 
for said road to sell said road and 
all its lands, property, franchises, 
and appurtenances, at private sale, 
without notice of saie as herein required, on 
such conditions as to payment of the purchase 
money, the mode of completion and the rights 
of the purchasers to borrow money Sor the comple- 
tion of said road, as the tag v= contracting 
may agree upon. /frovided, however, that no 
gale, under the provisions of this section, 
hall be made which shall not preserve to the 
State a lien for the amount of purchase money 
remainingunpaid, * * * and, Provided, that 
no sale shall be completed until approved by 
the Governor. 
It will be perceived, the opinion goes on to 
say, that this section of the law 
AUTHORIZES THE GOVERNOR 
to direct the commissioners appointed under 
the provisions of the act to sell the road on 
such conditions as to the payment of the pur- 
chase money, the mode of completion, and 
the rights of the purchaser to borrow money for the 
completion of the road, as the contracting parties 
may agree upon, with the provisions as to the 
State's lien. 
The eighth section of the act provides that 
where a sale is made and approved, a contract 
shall be made and executed by the commis-

THE SORROWFUL STORY TOLD BY A YOUNG 
WIFE IN A NEW YORK COURT: 


Her Husband, Twice Married in America, 
Has a Third Wife in France—The History 
of a Letter Carrier’s Fondness for Mat- 
rimonial Ventures—Traced to Chicago, 
He Will Have to Auswer for His Crime.

New Tonk, Jan. 31. 

WO remarkable cases 
of bigamous men came 
to the surface in this 
city yesterday. A scene 
with a strong French 
novel flavor was en- 
acted in the Harlem 
court this afternoon. 
Wednesday Mrs. Mary 
Caen of Ninety-eighth 
street, a pretty little 
woman about 25 years 
of age, with chestout 
hair and pathetic blue 
eyes, came to Justice 
Murray and said she wanted a warrant for a 
woman who had assaulted her. My hus- 
band,“ said his Honor’s fair pleader, ‘‘is 
Arthur Caen, real estate agent, whose office 
isat No. 168 Broadway. We have been mar- 
ried for about two years. Several years 
before our marriage my husband 
lived with a woman named Mary 
Fournier. She is French like ourselves and 
worth $10,000. Arthur had done with her, and 
she was crazy with anger. It ended by his 
leaving me and going to live with her in 
Brooklyn. I have three little rooms, and my 
husband gives me some money, though not 
much. He comes to see me Sundays. He 
professes to love me, but says that the Four- 
nler woman is in possession of a family secret 
which will confine him in prison and ruin him 
forever if itis disclosed, and she will reveal 
it unless he lives with her. Well, last Monday 
she came here with him and called me vile 
names. She slapped my face, and I am afraid 
she will throw vitriol at me if she sees me 


again.’’ 
IN THE COURT-ROOM, 


A warrant for Mrs. Fournier’s arrest was 
placed in the hands of Officer Brady, who 
found her and Mr. Caen in their Brooklyn 
home yesterday. The woman Fournier is 
middie aged and thin. She dresses with the 
utmost neatness and good taste. She was 
accom panied to the Harlem Court by 
Oaen and Lawyer H. A. Viau of No. 317 Broad- 
way. At the hour set forthe hearing Mrs. 
Caen had not appeared. An offlcerwas sent 
afterher. Whenshesaw her faithless hus- 
band she stretched out her arms towards him, 
while tears cameto hereyes and a look of 
intense longing overspread her pale, hand- 
some face. Neither Caen nor the Fournier 
woman moved a muscle at this affecting 
sight. Before the long desk the deserted, 
heart-broken wife faced the authorsof her 
misery.

John Sylvester Eastwood, formerly a letter- 
carrier in Station F,is probably in the custody 
of one of Inspector Byrnes’ detectives and on 
the way from Chicago to face numerous wives 
and other young women he has swindled or 
deceived. Eastwood, as he calls himself, 
now, was brought to this olty from London in 
infancy by awoman who claimed to be his 
mother. She deserted him, however, and the 
waif was cared for by Old Aunty Cosgnor,’’ 
who keptan apple-stand at Leonard street 
and Broadway. When 10 years old he was an 
altar boy in the old cathedral in Mulberry 
street, and later became a type-setter, work- 
ing on Various occasions in newspaper ofitices.

Bridget Timmins,a servant on Twenty-third 
street, was victimized out of $360, the savings 
of many years, under promise of marriage, 
but learned before it was too late that the man 
bad a wife and children at No. 315 Third av- 
enue, Next Bridget aiscovered that 
her handsome but false 
had married Lillian Fisher 
Sixth avenue. Rey. H. H. Wallace of the 
United Presbyterian Church, in West Sixty- 
fourth street, innocently performed the big- 
amous ceremony. Miss Fisher’s sisters heard 
reports ofan unpleasant nature concernin 
Eastwood, and finally called upon the rea 
wife and learned that the man Lillian had 
wedded could not be a legal husband. East- 
wood left home Friday morning and did not 
return. Instead he left for Chicago with bis 
newest wife, Lillian Fisher. Mrs. East- 
wood No. 1 immediate! afterwards re- 
celved a postal car addressed to 
her husband, announcing that he had 
secured a divorce in LUlinois on the 
statutory ground of cruelty and drunkenness. 
The writing is recognized as that of Eastwood 
himeelf and is now In Inspector Byrnes’ pos- 
session. Eastwood received many gifts of 
money from Dr. Chauncey M. pew, the 
Vanderbilts and other wealthy families who 
resided on his delivery route. He was a pop- 
ular member of the Lincoln Olub of the Eig 
teenth Assembly District and was active in the 
letter carriers’ eight-hour movement.

A NOVEL PROCEEDING. 


HENRY A. SCHMIDT APPLIES FOR THE 
REMISSION OF PENALTIES. 


The United States Claims He Is in Debt to 
It $12,000 for Violation of the Contract 
Labor Law—UHe Wants the Amount 
Reduccd—His Petition Heard by Judge 
Thayer. 


Henry A. Schmidt is a merchant tailor. In 
the fall of 1887 he wrote to the Tallors’ Inn, 
Hamburg, Germany, for tailors. He received 
an answer from the leader of the tailors who 
congregate there telling him he could have a 
large force sent out if he would 
pay the passage money. This he agreed to 
do, Dut as the season was far advanced be- 
fore the arrangements were completed the 
importation of labor was delayed until the 
next spring. On May 22, 1888, the tallors im- 
ported under contract arrived. One week 
later all of Schmidt’s tallors left work, as he 


had given them choice between leav- 
ing the Tallors’ Union leav- 
ing his employ. At time 
Herman Werdes, President of 

Union, informed United States District Attor- 
ney Bashaw of the importation, and prosecu- 
tion of Schmidt was begun under the statute 
which imposes the penalty of a fine not to ex- 
ceed $1,000 for each and every offense. Twelve 
cases were filed against Schmidt. 

He did not deny the importation, but 
through his attorneys began, very soon after 
the prosecution was instituted, negotiations 
for the settlement of the matter with the 
Treasury. He presented a 22 to the 
Secretary of the Treasury asking for the re- 
mission of the penalty. One thousand dollars 
accompanied this petition to cover the costs 
and penalty, The matter was referred by 
the Secretary to the Attorney-General, who 
ruled that the Seoretary could not remit the 
penalty on that petition. The ruling was in 
effect that the proceeding should have been 
in accordance with Sec. 5292, 
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During the conversation Mr. Schmidt said he 
could get all the tailors he wan from der- 
many within thirty days. Mr. Werdes told 
him there wus a law against the importation 
ot labor and Mr. Schmidt said he knew all 
about that, ‘‘but that’s my business.’’ 

Frank Denzel, Adam Marks, Nels Forsber 
and Nicholas Zink, tallors, who were wit 
Mr. Werdes atthe time of this conversation, 
— e him in regard to these state- 
ments. 

F. W. Franke, a cutter, who had been a 
member of the tailors’ union whilé a journey- 
man tailor, and who left when he 
became a cutter under a rule 
of the union, and Peter Schelatier, 
who was a member ofthe union before June, 
1886, and left it in June, 1888, testified they 
never heard of a law prohibiting the importa- 
tion of labor discussed intheunion. As they 
bad not attended every meetingof the unio 
and as there was no allegation made by t 
Government’s witnesses that the law had 
ever been discussed in the union this testi- 
mony was not effective. 

Mn. SCHMIDT RETURNED 

to the stand and denied that during his con- 
versation with Werdes et al. in June, 1886, he 
was informed of the existence of a la w pro- 
hibiting the importation of labor, He said he 
did not know of such a law until the suits 
were instituted against him. He admitted 
six men arrived under contract after 
the institution of the suits, but 
said they had been contracted for and were 
on their way before he was informed of the 
law. He had stopped the money to pay for 
the passage of othe:s. 

That was all the testimony. Judge Thayer 
said be would perform his duty as clerk to the 
Secretary of Treasury under the law author- 
izing the hearing and prepare a statement to 
be attached to the petition indicating what 
portions of the petition were true and those 
that are not. He will file this statement with 
the clerk to-morrow. 

THE PROSECUTION OF 8CHMIDT , 
was one of the first half dozen instituted under 
the contract labor law, which was passed in 
February, 1886. Ampie proof to sustain the 
Government’s case was easily obtained, and 
indeed Mr. Schmidt never denied that he had 
eontracted for and paid for twelve 
tailors sent to him from Ham- 
burg. He has virtually pleaded pes 
and tbrown himself upon the mercy of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. It he is compelled 
to pay the entire penalty he will be ruined, as 
his property is but afew dollars in excess of 
his indebtedness. He testified that his 
stock, which is worth between 1 
000 and $5,000, ie not paid for. is 
house, on Which there isan indebtedness of 
$4,000 is worth about $6,500. A piece of prop- 
erty he owns in St. Joseph, Mo., has an in- 
cumbrance on it equal to his interest. He 
bolds a one-tenth interest in a piece of Kansas 
City property, bought for $96,000, now on the 
market with small prospect of sale for $50,-

,000. Most of the men he brought from 

ermany left bis employ and are now mem- 
bers of the union.

Conroy was also present in oourt. 
Peter Mullery stood back of his 
father and sister, and like the latter fre- 
quently gave way to tears during the pathetic 
part of Mr. Johnson’s remarks. Mrs. Con roy 
was also moved to tears at times and so was 
the defendant. Once Mr. Johnson himself 
found it necessary to wipe the moisture from 
his own eyes and cheeks, and there was more 
than one wet eye among the men gathered in 


the audience. 

THE AFTERNOON SESSION YESTERDAY 
of the case was devoted tothe hearing of re- 
buttal testimony offered by the prosecution. 

George Henry Schlosman testified that he 
bad told Mr. Mullery that Mrs. Alves was an 
industrious respectable woman. 

Edmond A. B. Garegche, one of the counsel 
for the prosecution, took the standand testi- 
fied that he had heard the testimony 
given by William Kadge. The witness 
said that Kadge, who had sworn on 
the stand &that Mrs. Alves“ character 
was good so far as he knew. had told him 
after the trial commenced during a recess of 
court one day that he had kept Mrs. Alves 
for two years and thathe came near getting 
him into the same scrapeas she had got the 
defendant. Kadge afterwards told him he 
would swear falsely on the stand to save bim- 
self from the disgrace Mr. Conroy’s testi 
mony had brought on him. 

An attempt was made to impeach the testi- 
mony of Mrs. Conroy by Joseph L. Mullery,but 
as both were introduced as witnesses for 
the prosecution he was notallowed to take 
the stand. 

Miss Rose Mamie Conroy, daughter of Mr. 
and Mes. John J. Conroy, testified that she 
saw Mrs. Alves put ber arms around the de- 
fendant’s neck and heard her state that she 
was going to marry bim. Mrs. Carlin said 
they fad better go and tell Joseph Mullery of 
the occurrence.

Mrs. John J. Conroy was placed on the stand 
and testified to the nversation between Mr.

John J. Conroy received a terrible scoring.

Mr. Johnson took a great flight of oratory

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THAT RAILROAD SUIT. 

If the suit brought against the St. Louis 
& San Francisco Railroad results in the 
recovery of $300,000, with interest, due 
the State on certain notes the. brilliancy 
of this achievement of Gov. FRaNcis’ ad- 
ministration will cast a very dark shadow 
on the preceding Democratic Administra- 
tions that have let this claim rest. Their 
refusal to press it will be credited. to the 
undue intiuence of Col. Joun O’Day of the 
San Francisco Railroad as a Democratic 
boss. 

But should this suit, brought on the very 
last day permitted by the statute of lim- 
itations, turn out to be the one thing nec- 
essary to enable the railroad to get judg- 
ment against the State for twice the 
amount of the State’s claim against the 
railroad, the decision of the public as to 
which administration was most faithful 
to its trust will be emphatically in favor 
of the predecessors. 

The railroad claims more than twice the 
amount of those notes as due it from the 
State. It cannot sue the State, butina 
memorial to the Legislature in 1871 it asked 
for payment, and the memorial contained 
the legal opinion of SHarp & BROADHEAD 
supporting the validity of the claim and 
asserting that ‘‘the State is. bound to 
“make good to the South Pacific the 
amount necessarily paid out to relieve 
the road of incumbrance.’’ The memo- 
rial failed, but if the State sues, the road 
can plead its claim as an offset and get 
judgment for the same if sustained by 
proof. 

Queerly enough, the same Col. BROAD- 
HEAD who was retained by the railroad to 
press its claim is now employed by the 
State to bring this suit, by which the 
railroad attorneys expect to get a large 
wad of State money. 

The State, however, can again discon- 
tinue the suit, as was done once before. 
In that case the only results will be the 
payment of a nice fee to Col. BROADHEAD 
and the accomplishment of a certain 
purpose with reference to a little personal 
and political fight going on over the 
’Frisco railroad offices.

ATTACKED BY A MADMAN, 


A Murderously Insane Man Captured After 
a Struggle. 


Kansas City, Mo., Jan. 81.—A dispateh to 
the Star from Wichita says: After a terrible

When the 
three officers arrived Black was sitting on the 
bed with gun to shoulder covering the win- 
dow. Gaining entrance by a back door the 
officers entered the room and seized him from 
behind. Then ensued a desperate struggle, 
but the madman was finally handcuffed. 
Though badly bruised and injured by the blow 
he received from the poker,Urosley’s injuries 
are not considered fatal.

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FACING STATE’S PRISON. 


The Wrecking of the New York Sixth Na- 
tional Bank. o 


New York, Jan. 31.—George H. Pell, the 
broker wno was arrested last night for the 
part he took in disposing of the gilt-edged se- 
curities of the Sixth National Bank, was 
taken before United States Commissioner 
Shields to-day and held id $25,000 bail for ex- 
examination on Thursday next. 

Peter J. Classen, President of the bank, for 
whose arrest a warrant was issued at the 


same time as was that for Pell, isstill at large. 
He has undoubtedly skipped, for a corps of 
United States Deputy Marshals, who have 
been in search of him since early last even- 
ing, have been unable to locate him. They 
spent many hours shadowing his home in 

rooklyn and his office in this city, but with- 
out result. 

Commissioner Shields, on the formal ar- 
raignment of the prisoner before him, stated 
to him that his arrest was on a charge of aid- 
ing and abetting a bank director in having 
unlawfully embezzled and abstracted certain 
securities. 

It isacriminal charge, added the Com- 
missioner, and you are entitled to an exam- 
ination and to ball. It is also discretionary 
with you to make a statement or to refuse to 
do so. Anything you may say will be used 
1 you so, perhaps, you had better say 
what you have to say to your counsel for the 
Present. 

Pell nodded in acquiescence and then told 
the Commissioner that he wished to have an 
examination. He said that he would be pre- 
pared for a hearing next Thursday and the 
examination was set for that day at lla. m. 

Assistant United States District Attorney 
Rose then addressed the Commigsioner on the 
subject of bail. He said that while Pell was 
arrested—not as a prinéipal—for aiding and 
abetting, his crime was quite as grave. A like 
punishment was provided for him as for the 
principal—from 6 to 10 years’ imprisonment. 

The facts show that this man assisted a 
bank officer; in transferring over to his own 
use over $630,000 worth of securities belong- 
ing toa bank. Eight days ago,’’ he said, 

‘this bank stood in the highest ranks.. It 
had the confidence of the stockbolders and 
the perfect faith of its depositors. In a few 
days $800,000 worth of its securities were 
one, and only by the most strenuous 
and prompt measures taken by the bank ex- 
aminer was any of it saved. Two hundred 
odd thousands of dollars have been returned 
by these prompt measures. He then in- 
sisted that the ball should In any event be not 
for a less sum than $25,000. Commissioner 
Shields decided to require ball in the sum of 

25,000, and up to noon Mr. Pell had been un- 
able to furnish bonds. 0 

The Sixth National and the Lenox Hill Banks 
are stiil closed, and at 10 o’clock a notice was 
posted on the door of the Equitable which 
stated that that bank was closed temporarily. 
An official statement of the condition of the 
three banks is expected this evening. 

Morris Goodhart, attorney for the Lenox 
Hill Bank, as well as a director, called upon 
State Superintendent of Banks Preston this 
forenoon and said he was anxious to know 
the exact condition of affairs at the bank, 
as well as if the cashier, Mr. Van 
Zandt, was criminally lable for the 
certification of the two checks for 
$50000 each, issued by the Sixth National Bank. 
Mr. Preston told the lawyer that be was not 
sufficiently conversant with the law on that 
point, and that he was consequently unabie 
to answer the question just at present. Be- 
sides, it was not a question, he thought, he 
would be called upon to answer. 

It is rumored that the cashier, Mr. Van 
Zandt, was being watched by the police, and 
it was thought would be arrested as soon as 
the statement now belng prepared was rend. 

Examiner Hepburn, when seen atthe Sixth 
National Bank at n on, said the bank would 
not lose more than $750,000. 

Of this amount $400,000 was represented by 
bonds and securities, which had been already 
sold, and the other $350,000 represented checks 
which are held against the Equitable and 
Lenox Hill banks. 


AT A MOB’S MERCY. 


A Kansas Bank Cashier Brutally Beaten in 
the Street. 


Cuicaco, Jan. 81.—A.special from Wichita, 
Kan., says: J. B. Armstrong, Cashier of the 
Sumner County Bank at Conway Springs, 
thirty miles southwest of here, was attacked 
yesterday afternoon by a mob of one hundred 
men and came near being lynched. He was 
connected with asugar mill at the place, and 
the company had promised the farmers cer- 


tain prices for cane andthe employes in the 
factory certain wages. The farmers claim that 
$28,000 is yet due them, while the employes 
$9 , 000 overdue wages. Arm- 
addition to being a 
member the company failing to 
fulfill ite contracts, was the leading guarantor 
and used his influence to establish a credit 
for the company. Trouble has been expected 
for some time and yesterday at 2 o’clock a 
crowd collected in front of the bank aud one 
ofthe number invited Armstrong out. He 
complied withthe request. A few minutes 
were spent in talking the matter over. The 
farmers and employes finally became so en- 
raged thst Armstrong was picked up and 
thrown into the middle of the street, where 
everybody who could reach him gave him oa 
kick. It was proposed to hang him to a tree 
near-by, but cooler judgment finally pre 
vailed. Armstrong’s injuries will probably 
prove fatal.

PARIS, Jan. 31.—The Marquis De Mores, oon - 
sidering himself insulted by an article in the 
Nation has challenged M. Dreyfus, the editor, 
toaduel with pistols. Arfangements have 
been made for the meeting to take place on 
Sunday morning on thé Beigian frontier. 
Mores’ seconds are Count Dedion and M. Feu- 
laut; those of Dreyfus are ex-Minister Lock- 
roy and M. Piehon. 

The Marquis is almost as well known in New 


York as in Paris. He isthe son of the Duke 
of Valiambrosa. In 1882 he married a daugh- 
ter of Louis Von Hoffmann, the banker of 
Wall street, while she was visiting in Europe. 
In the following year he came with his bride 
to New York and resided with the Von Hof- 
mans at Stapleton, 8. I., and in the follew- 
ing March went to Dakota, purchased 15,000 
acres of land in what is known as the ‘‘Bad 
Lande, or the line of the Northern Pacife, 
and established a town, which he named after 
his wife Medora. Then he proceeded to erect 
vast slaughter houses to supply th@Eastern 
market with dressed beef.

THE VERDICT, 


A Remarkable Finding of a Jury in the 
Criminal Court. 

If the members of the jury, which this morn- 
ing in the Criminal Court fined Sam Well $100 
and sent him to jail for a term of three 
months, could be forced toaccompany the 
defendant to his cell and serve with him his 
term of confinement under jail rules and on 
jail fare the value ofan innocent child’s vir- 
tue might be materially raised in their estima. 
tion. 

The charge against Well was one of at- 
tempted criminal assault, and the evidence 
of his guilt was conclusive. A little golden- 
haired girl of 9 years, her blue eyes beaming 
with innocence and simplicity, took the wit- 
ness stand in the Criminal Court 
yesterday afternoon and detailed how 
on three separate occasions the 
defendant had enticed her into a coal-shed in 
the rear of his residence and abused her. 80 
convincing was her testimony that Mr. Bass, 
the attorney for Weil, saw that a cross-exam- 
ination would be injurious to the interest of 
‘his client and passed the witness down with a 
few non-committal and unimportant ques- 
tions. 

Little Augusta Leuermann was the prose- 
cuting witness. On the evening of July 16 
last Mrs. Mary Stahl, who lives in the house 
adjoining that of Weil at 715 Carroll streét, 
saw the defendant come to the door of his 
coal shed and hold out an apple to little Au- 
gusta, who was playing in the alley. The 
child stepped up to take tne fruit, when Weil 
drew her in the shed. When Mrs. Stahl 
arrived on the scene the child was 
just released from Weill’s embrace. 
Mrs. Stahl told Mrs. Leuermann what she had 
seen and the child was questioned. She then 
told of the

and said Well had threatened to kill her if she 
told on him. Thissame story she told to the 
jury, when placed on the witness stand. Mrs. 
Stahl also told what she had seen, Weil said 
he had only taken a triendly interest in a 
retty child. Then Judge Normiie gave his 
netructions, The penalty, on a verdict of 
ullty, was summoned up in the following 
anguage: 

It you find the defendant guilty as charged 
you will assess his punishment at imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary for a term of not less 
than two nor more than five years, or in the 
city jail not less than six months, or by both a 
fine not less than $100 and imprisonmentin the 
city jail not less than three months, or bya 
fine not less than $100,’’ 3

AT THE PORTALS OF THE CASTLE. 

Anot unpleasant uphill journey of three. 
quarters of an hour found us beside the port- 
als of an old Moorish castie, said to have been 
érected by the veteran Taric el Taerto, A. D. 
711. Alter this we passed through 4 massive 
gateway, dismounted and found ourselves in 
a roomy tunnel. with port-holes for the admit- 
tance of daylight and projection of guns every 
fifteen yards or 0. Muzzle-loading rifles of 
six and eight inches caliber are mounted on 
wooden carriages, but have not. much scope 
for elevation or depression ; indeed, some can 
only be fired point blank, so little space is 
there in the port-holes. Artifical lights are 
not required inthe galleries except at night. 
There is always a cool breeze blowing through 
the galleries. We walked along for perhaps a 
mile enveloped in the solid rock and then 
emerged into a large open pee where the 
galleries meet, This is called the hall of St, 
George and here Nelson, the victorious, was 
feted by the officers of the garrison after the 
battle of the Nile and not a great while before 
the fatal day of Trafalgar. 

ALONG THE GALLERIBS. 

The walk through the galleries, which are 
one above the other, like the fighting deoks of 
an old line of battle ships, is two miles; but 
we did not go through the upper galleries, 
permission for which was not obtainable, nor 
were we permitted to see the powder maga- 
zines. This seemed to us perfectly absurd, as 
did also the probibition of photographing any 
interesting parts of the rocks or ships of war. 
These galleries did not exist at the time of the 
famous siege. They were commenced only 
when it became absolutely necessary for the 
garrison to protect itself by excavation 


from the murderous fire which was being 
poured in its midst; then gangs of convicts 
were set at work and blasting preparations 
commenced and boring pushed vigorourly 
until the present roomy and spacious galleries- 
were completed. Duringthe siege the rock 
was defended against fifty of the most formid- 
able battle ships of that period, andan army 
of 50,000 men, by ninety-six pieces of artillery 
and a garrison of 7,000 men. At the present 
day over 700 guns are mounted, and it could 
hold itsown against the combined fleets of 
the worid; yet the tpaniards still claim Gib- 
raltar as theirs, recognizing, however, 
the fact that it is ‘‘temporarily in the 
possession of the English.’’ P 
THROUGH THE ALMEDA GARDENS.

WAITING FOR THE WORD. 


Dakota Boomers Eager to Move Upon the 
Sioux Reservation. 


ForT PIERRE, S. D., Jan. 31.—Fort Pierre is 
somewhat excited, waiting the proclamation 
opening the reservation. Large companies 
of boomers have organized across the river, 
preparatory to making a grand rush when the 
time comes. Preparatious have been made 
for the Immediate organization of several 
counties, even going so far as to determine 


on their officers, and owing to the fact that 
there are several organizations some 
counties will be favored with two 
sets ofticers. Every conceivable 
ech is being resorted to by the Pierre 
boomers to capture the town site of Fort 
Pierre and the attempt on their part to have 
the squatters ejected from the Mile square“ 
has proved futile. Most of the reservetion 
boomers are parties who have been at Pierre 
forsome time and are principally township 
boomers and county office seekers. Since the 
date of opening the reservation will probably 
be set ahead, the Eastern immigrant will have 
an equal show with the boomers here. The 
officers in charge of the company of soldiers 
here have received orders not to molest the 
squatters on the ‘‘Mile Square,’’ but to pre- 
vont any further settlement thereon from 
outside parties. The following isa copy of 
the order published: 

To Whom it May Concern: 

The instructions ofthe War Department in 
regard to intrusion on the Sioux reservation 
before it is declared open to settiement by 
competent authorities are as follows: The 
word ‘‘intruder,’’ used in said instructions, 
refers in particular to persons who enter upon 
the Indian reservation for the purpose of 
occupying ground or making claim to the 
same. The mere fact ot entry within the res- 
ervation brings a person under supervision by 
the military force. In cases of persons going 
to the Cheyenne agency on roper bust 
ness, etc., no interference will be called 
for, but the military authorities 
will keep themselves informed as to 
persons who may enter the reservation so that 
while no one may unnecessurily be interfered 
with squatters may be kept off. The ‘‘Mile 
Square’’ so called is in the reservation and 
awaits the final determination under the re- 
cent act of Congress and the report of the 
commission which visited the Sloux last sume 
mer. Persons now on the Mlle Square“ or 
at Fort Pierre have been there for some time 
and were there priorto August last when or- 
dere were issued to keep intruders off and 
have been tolerated bythe Interlor Depart- 
ment. Such persons will not be disturbed on 
orders received, but occupancy by other 
white intruders on any part of such ground 
will not be permitted, 


PROHIBIIION IN VERMONT. 


The Campaign for High License and Local 
Option. 


By Telegraph to the Poast-Disparcnr. 

RUTLAND, Vt., Jan. 31.—Vermont awakened 
last night to the fact that ‘‘prohibition does 
not prohibit. For forty years the laws have 
prohibited the sale of liquor and forty years 
the most scandalous official corruption and 
general demoralization have been the order. 
Last night was fired the first gun in the cam- 


paign for high license and local option. The 
town hall was crowded with the leading men 
of both political parties and representative 
citizens of Rutland and earl every 
town of any size in Western and Nortbers 
Vermont. he meeting opened the campaign 
that is to be fought vigorously throughout 
the State from now until the election tn Se 
tember next, and it was held under the 
auspices of the high license and local option 
league of Rutland, the officers of which are 
the leading business men ot the town,. It is 
the first organization of the kind iu the State, 
and is to be followed by others in every town 
and every county and State organizations. 
This move for reform is due to the exposures 
ofthe fraud and corruption that exist under 
the Prohivition laws. The exposure was 
made by the leading Republican paper of 
Rutiand and refiected upon the established 
olicy of its party as laid down in;its platform 
or nearly forty years. The movement le ab- 
solutely non-partisan, however, and ite motto 
ie *‘temperance, public morality and good 
Government,’’ The platform fur the cam- 
paign as presented by the League, affirms de- 
votion to temperance, to the inalienable 
rights of man and to the highest welfare of 
Vermont and declares hostility to all forms 
of despotism and fanaticism 
the present prohibition, 
deciares a failure. It deplores the extent of 
intemperance and declares the moderate use 
of liquor neither a crime, vice nor sin, and its 
sale and manufacture 4 legitimate business, 
but one that should be regulated, restricted 
and controiled as stringently as public senti- 
ment will sustain and enforce. he success of 
high license and local option is affirmed and 
the strongest high license law advocated. The 
platform closes with an appeal to all good 
citizens to unite in this great reform and urges 
the repeal of the prohibition law and the en- 
actment of a high license and local option 
law by the next Legislature.

Mrs. Warnecke was taken to a photograph 
aliery by the police, but she positively re- 
fused have her picture taken. She 
she had been wronged enough 
already and she would not submit 
to any more indignities. She wasthen taken 
back to jail. She was more willing to talk 
about the case to-day. When asked why she 
shot Firth she said, “because of the great 
wrong he did me. Why, he threatened to 
take my lite in Chicago, and yesterday just 
before I shot him he threatened to strike me. 
As Isaid before, I did not intend he should 
throw me off that way. I fired to bring him to 
terms. Iwas beside myself with indignation 
atthe way he treated me and I scarcely knew 
what 1 was doing—only that he had wronged 
me and was trying to drive me away.’’ 

Mrs. Warnecke says sbe has not notified her 
friends in Chicagoof her situation because sh¢é 
does not want them to know that she is in 
trouble. She claims she gave Firth $300 when 
he wasin Chicago. She used to do sewing, 
but when Firth 2 to marry her she 
guve up work and waited for the fulfillment of 
the promise. Firth has made an ante-mortem 
statement containing the facts substantially 
as printed. He says he first met the woman at 
a picnic, and visited ber once in three or four 
weeks. His condition ts not improved. He 
has been delerious at times to-day, but there 
are some hopes of bis recovery. Firth is liv- 
ing with his third wife, the present one being 
many years his junior.

MYSTERY TO BE REVEALED. | 


Contents of the Secret Work-Room of the 
Late Prof. Lyman. 


New Tonk, Jan. 31.—A New Haven special 
says: Now that Prof. Chester 8. Lyman has 
passed away there will be an investigation 
into what has heretofore been a mystery. He, 


as Sheffield Professor of Astronomy, had the 
sole entry into a small, windowless brick 
building, 15x10, in the rear of North 
Sheffiela Hall. In this ballding was 
placed astronomical apparatus, and 
after the Winchester Observatory was 
built he asked that he be allowed 


to have the sole use of the little brick bulld- 
ing. Into that buliding Prof. Lyman dad gone 
at all bours of the night, and would often 
stay there from midnight until sunrise, and 
thus he worked hundreds of hours. Thedoor 
had a peculiar lock, of which he alone had the 
key. e also requested that no one be al- 
lowed to enter the building until after his 
death, and this was promised bim by the 
faculty.
